SOMETHING MOKK THAN A COINCI- 


DENCE. 


Homo ona with a fancy for tracing coinci- 


deuces has noted tho fact that tho death of 
Princo Albert, tho crisis of tho illness of tho 
Princo of Waloa and tho death of Princess 
Alieo occurred on tho same (lay of tho same 
month. 
If Queen Victoria wore given to su- 


perstition she might look forward to each re- 
curring fourteenth of December as fraught 
with dreadful possibilities for her royal fam- 
ily. Twice it has brought death ami once sick- 
ness which narrowly misnod a fatal termina- 
tion. Tho aimiveranry of Iho day imwt al- 
ways bo fiaught, for her, with painful 
recollections. 
Unt there is another coinci- 


dence in connection with this matter, more 
important and significant by far than this 
concurrence of dates. The death of Prince 
Albert was tho result of typhoid fever—nnd 
tho cause of the fever was the overflowing 
of n drain in tho stables at Windsor. 
Tho 


illness of tho Princo of Wales was from 
fovor—ftud the cause of tho fever was de- 
fective drainage. And now it is stated flint 
the diphtheria of Princess Alice and her 
children iu directly traceable to tho had 
drainage of Iho palace nb Darmstadt. 


This remarkable series of events in tlio 


history of n single family—nnd that a royn! 
family whose health and security aro most 
carefully guarded, and about whom are nlj 
tho protections and luxuries which lavish 
expenditure can procure—shows how wide- 
spread nnd how fatal are tho mdifferouco 
nnd ignorance which prevail concerning 
"tho 
most important sanitary laws. Such 


diseases as typhoid fever and diphtheria hnvo 
almost always a local cause, and belong to 
tbo class of preventable diseases. They 
originate in a subtle poisou which gets into 
tho air by means of decaying substances, ex- 
cessive dampness,or an inadequate drainage. 
Uy even ft decent attention to simple sani- 
tary laws, wo should reduce auch diseases to 
i; minimum, and it is more than possible 
that thoy could bo banished altogether from 
communities which regulated their habits 
nnd surrounding by scientific principles 
Jf we 
thought half 
as much 
about1] 


tho Bficnrity of our plumbing and drainage 
as Vr'o do about trifling matters of arrange- 
ment nnd decoration, wo should lend health- 
ier and longer lives, and our children would 
have better chances in "the struggle of ex- 
istence." V/e could spare a Httlo of tho 
current enthusiasm over ceramics, lilcs and 
bric-a-brac if the surplus could be devoted 
to awakening an intelligent interest in tho 
construction of drains. 
Wo orccfc costly 


houses, mid fill them with furniture nnd 
paintings and all the luxuries of life, and 
then sit down contentedly to brenfho air 
which our plumber hns poisoned for UH.

would startle people if thoy could know 
how many houses these are, costly nnd well- 
appointed, into which poisonous air from 
tho city sewers finds constant vent iu un- 
suspected places.

without once bothering ourselves to ascer- 
tain how the air can bo Rweofoned and 
freshened ? It is one of tho legacies of the 
late era of real entalo inflation, during 
which houses were run up almost anywhere 
where there was room for them, that there 
aro 
many 
houses, 
particularly in tho 


suburbs, where the drainage is conducted 
only a few yards nway, and then allowed to 
filter through the soil and poison tho air, 
In the country, wells nro poisoned in the 
same way, and it it^only a question of time 
how soon the iuuviirtuiu rc-auliw, typhoid 
fever or diphtheria, shnll show themselves. 
As to Boston, wo hnve discussed BO often 
tho pressing problems of sewage which wo 
havo got to sottlo tbnt it is scarcely necfct.- 
Btiry to refer to them here, further than to 
insist upon their importance. 


Tbero are some people who seem to think 


that thoao matters of drainage nnd ventila- 
tion nro quite too vulgnr for delicate and fas- 
tidious people to dificuss. Thoy cannot dis- 
sociate foul air and polluted water from ten- 
ement houses nnd tho abodes of squalor. 
But these same fastidious people may spend 
their time next summer at n fashionable re- 
sort, where both nir and water are tainted 
with impurities ; and meanwhile, in their 
own luxurious homes, thoy nro quite nt the 
mercy of their plumbers, whose work is not 
likely to bo nuy icoro faithfully done, bo* 
cnuse most of it is out of sight.

not heard that diphtheria, which has been 
for some timo alarmingly prevalent in our 
Now England towns nnd villages, shows any 
consideration for wealth or fashion, when 
tho conditions for its development exist or 
when they nre brought Within rnngo of its 
contagion. Tho events in Queen Victoria's 
family show that thn perils of bad drainage 
nro quite as serious in royal ns in plebeian 
homes. Tho problem is QUO that seriously 
concerns nil classes.

man, 
nnd tho oftses appear to bo

authenticated. Tho latest instance was in 
Washington, where Polor MoNamnra died 
from the bite of ono Duunher, with whom 
ho had had n fight two monthu before. Tho 
physicians discovered poison in his blood, 
and amputated tho finger on which tho 
brute had fastened hi.s tooth.

tunately, it is not our habit to bite ; hut, if 
it were, wo might bo as dangerous as mad 
dogs. 
Thoro has been a vast deal of dis- 


cussion latterly on the subject of hydro- 
phobia, some medical authorities maintain- 
ing that no siuih disease can bo engendered 
by tho canine species. Cnn hydrophobia 
or ought approaching it bo communicated 
by the human species ? Wo certainly need 
light on this point. .If man is capable of 
rahios and of conveying it by a bite, it 
would appear to ha a now argument iu favor 
of evolution.

disrespect. But tho gown would bo as de- 
cent as if made of Genoa velvet, and it 
might be a great, deal prettier. 
Still, 


modern society has pronounced against cal- 
ico for stato-dinuer dress—it would be ac- 
cepted as a symbol of ill-manners and inso- 
lence if put on for the occasion. So there 
is no intrinsic harm in lolling half your 
length along a sofa, or tipping up a chair on 
one leg with the other three in the air, or 
in Bitting astride with your face to the back 
rail rather than in the more usual method. 
No one need be dishonest or untruthful, 
cowardly or moan, because he did these 
things in a room full of ladies ; but ho 
would not be through-bred, let his birth be 
what it might, arid his intentions innocent 
of offense. .. Neither need he bo morally bad 
if he lounged through a quadrille with his 
hands in his pockets ; ha is only familiar, 
and so far symbolically discourteous.
